Crisis Near at Hand. 
Washington, D. C., April 
29.—Tho 
> cxiean crisis last 
night 
centered 
on the issue bet'Peen those who are 
Reeking through the good offices and 
intermediation cf Latin 
America to 
find some middle ground for pacific I 
rdjustment and those who regard re­ 
sort to arms as an Inevitable conse­ 
quence of what has occurred. 
Throughout the day 
two distinct 
11 anches of 
activity 
were manifest 
here—that of the envoys of Argen- 
t na, Brazil and Chile, in formulating 
a plan of adjustment to be submit­ 
ted to the United States and the Lu­ 
n a government, and 
that tho mili­ 
tary and naval forces of the United 
States continue to go forward steadi­ 
ly in preparation for any eventuality 
which may develop. 
The arrival of 
Brigadier General 
Funston, and a brigade of 5,000 troops 
af Vera Cruz was the notable mili­ 
tary development of the day. 
Chief interest was directed* • the 
sessions of the South 
American en- 
■* ors, lasting through 
the day and 
late into the evening. The meetings 
were held at the Argentine legation, 
v here, seated at a long mahogany 
table, the three 
envoys 
deliberated 
Pinch as an international court would 
weigh a case 
of 
supreme imjiort- 
ance. 
At the White House President Wil­ 
son and his cabinet 
held a lengthy 
meeting, devoted chiefly, however, to 
the Colorado 
strike 
situation, 
al­ 
though the Mexican crisis continued 
in the foreground. To a large extent, 
however, it was felt that the Mexi­ 
can situation had gone before those 
v. ho have 
undertaken 
to 
exercise 
their good offices, and care was tak­ 
en not to embarrass 
the 
efforts of 
the envoys bv any announcement of 
conditions of 
settlement 
which the 
United States would insist upon. 
A spirit of optimism over the pro­ 
gress of the negotiations 
was 
dis­ 
tinctly apparent in executive quarters. 
While the mediators are not ready 
to announce their plans, or even to 
indicate when a proposal might be 
complete for presentation to the two 
nations, yet it became known that 
probably three or four days or even 
a longer time might elapse before 
they would be ready to take their 
next step. 
Secretary of State Bryan was called 
upon by ambassadors and ministers 
of European, as well as South Ameri­ 
can countries. 
Among the visitors 
was the French ambassador, M. Jus- 
serand. who expressed the warm sym­ 
pathy of his country in the cause of 
mediation. With the exception of the 
three South American countries, no 
Power has taken any official action, 
although the European diplomats are 
doing their utmost to further the 
cause of peace.

It is therefore omit­ 
ted from the Revised Version of the 
New Testament, although the trans­ 
lators of that Revised Version, so far 
as we are aware, were every one of 
them Trinitarians. While they would 
have liked to retain this passage, as 
their only Scriptural support, they 
could not retain It conscientiously, 
i lie translators of our Common Ver­ 
sion were not blameworthy for insert­ 
ing this interpolation, because at the 
time of that translation it was impos- j 
sible to know of its spurious character.
